GERMANY'S, FINANCES. 


A Perplexing Situation. 


In viow of the articlo which appeared 
yostorday in regard to thé finances of 
European countries the following from an 
exchanyo in interesting The German 
Reichstag is in the necessity of deliberating 
on some plan of financial reform. Tho 
present finaneinl position of tha Empire is 
easily undorstood. The growth of expendi- 
ture was in tho last few yoars more rapid 
thi that of the Imperial revenue, so that 
a deficit. grew up that, ws ib has beon caused 
by ordinary éxponiliture, ought to be cover. 
ed by regular sources 'of income, and not 
by now Juans, Tho Jogic of -this. stato 
of things points to Lnow ‘taxes of some 
kind or other, and, from an economic 
point of view, there woult seem, to really 
bo no valid objection. For both direct 
and indirect taxntion’ in Germany is 
considerably below the standard of most 
other countries, whore’ the principal sources 
of revenuo aro the uxcise dutics on spirits, 
heor and cigurs, while Gormany levies 
very little from these luxuries. Nor ean 
it be doubted that Germany is a wealthy 
country. The whole national sealth 
of the country is estimated at £12,260 
million, the yearly: ingoma of German 
houscholds at £2,200’ million. On the 
average from 150 to 189 millions are 
atnuilly laid aside by the people... Tn the 
10 years {rpm 1897 to 1906 at the German 
oxchanges £1200 millions represented new 
investments in Gorman stock (of which 
amount bank and industrial shires ab- 
sorbed 340° millions), while rather more 
than £1000 millious were invested in 
foreign socuritics, We thus arrive st 
the enormous total of upwarts of 
£2950 million, or a yearly averngo of 225 
millions. OF this, it is trae, two-thirds ore 
practically reissues, buleven £800 inillion 
wycar in a lange addition to tho invostments 
of a nation. Tha valuo.of all socuritios 
held by the Gorman nation is:estimated nt 
£2000 million, including about £800 
millions of forcign stock. The amount of 
German bank notes was stated at the ond 
of 1901 to be ubout £93 million, ic., more 
than twico 4s much as immediately after 
the Franco-German war, ‘The capital paid 
in and deposited with thélargor banks reach: 
ed, from 1883 to 1906, four times its original 
amount, viz., £1300 million. In the savings 
panksabout£140imillionsworepaidin during; 
the five yours from 1900 to 104, so that at 
present £640 million aro held by them for 
‘small oroditors, Moreovar, Germany: te- 
ceives betweon £7band £95 millions a year 
in tho shope of interest and ‘dividonds fur 
her investments abroad, so that ber excoss 
of imports over. ex rts is fully covered by 
this ‘item alone.
